Deserts in Syria and 
Asia Minor 


Three million people have died 
from massacre and starvation In 
Armenia, Syria and Asia Minor. 
Four hund-ed thousand orphans 
are actually crying for food, four 
million starving people are desti- 
tute and pleading for a chance to 
rehabilitate themselves. Amer- 
Ica must help these people. Will 
you be one to answer this appeal 
or will you allow a Christian peo-” 
ple to die of starvation? 


Four millior starving and destitute 
people are looking to America to save 
them from death by starvation. 

Four hundred thousand orphans, 
their fathers massacred, their mothers 
dead from starvation, are crying for 
‘ood. Their emaciated bodies are piti- 
ful sights, the flesh hangs on their 
bones like rags. 

These unfoitunates are the victims 
of Turkish cruelties and deportations.

What is left of these people now ap. 
peal to America to save them. The 
American Committee for Relief in the 
Near East will conduct a campaign for 
funds this month. It is necessary tc 
ralee a minimum of $30,000,000 imme 
diately to relieve distress, clothe thc 
half-clad people and help to make them 
self-supporting until the next harvest 

The suffering of these people is be 
yond déscription. Little children have 
seen their fathers and mothers killed 
1: one province in Syria 80,000 person: 
are known to have died from starva. 
tion. Armenian children have starvec 
andl they have lost their vocal powers 

In Sy-ian villages starved people 
race with dogs to garbage cans to se 
cure food. In other villages dogs anc 
cats have been eaten. In Beirut, Syria 
2b0 to 300 deaths a day from starva 
tion and typhus are recorded. In Uru 
mia, Persia, word has come that 200¢ 
Christian. refugees are absolutely des 
titute. At Sojbulak, fifty miles away 
10,000 are dying of starvation. 

At Mosul 10,000 destitute refuge 
women and children are in a pitiful 
condition, according to official dis 
patches from Teheran to the State 
Department gt Washington and given 
publicity through Will'am Phillips 
Acting Secretary of State. 

The cable message also states that 
starvation is increasing daily and cites 
conditions at Khoy, Salmas, Urumia as 
beggaring description. 

On all sides there is utter misery anc 
starvation. 

In Desperate Plight. 

At Tabriz, Persia, 30,000 exiles, vic 
‘Ims of Turkish deportations, are dest! 
tite and in desperate plight. People 
are dropping dead of starvation in the 
streets of Teheran, and babies have 
been found clinging to the bodies of 
lifeless mothers. Relief workers re 
port that food and funds are needed {m. 
peratively, that thousands are dying 
daily in all parts of Asia Minor. 

President Wilson has issued a Rroc. | 
iamation calling upon the people ot 
America to subscribe to the. Armenian 
Syrian relief fund. The Red Cross has 
officially approved the campaign. 
Churches all over the country are help- 
ing and now the great body of Ameri. 
can people are asked to help relieve 
the suffering of these Christian people 
who have nowhere else to turn for 
help. 

Already relief workers who are on 
the ground are doing their utmost but 
they are hampered through lack of 
funds. There must be an immediate re- 
sponse or 4,000,000 péople will perish. 

The Ruthless Turk. 

Armenia was the first nation to em- 
brace Christianity. Its people were in- 
dustrious and happy. Then it came un- 
der Turkish control. The Turks open- 
ly boasted they would exterminate the 
Armenians. They massacred the men 
and deported the women and ehildren. 


They confiscated their homes and | 


farms, outraged the girls, mutilated 
the chfidren and tortured all classes,
